Clearly, a radical change in policy 
in other words, the creation of a policy 
is the only hope. 

When we turn to the other sid’ of The 
picture we find India in a state of sup- 
pressed excitement, pending the creation 
of some sort of diarchy in substitution for 
the present system of government, and 

t apparently left quite cold by the 
grant, of virtual independence. British 
rule has made Egypt. The Fellaheen 
have lived in happiness and comfort under 
the protectorate, and “the gift of the 
river has been robbed of its uncertainty 
by the splendid system of irrigation set up 
by British engineers. Whether or not the 
Egyptians will work the fine machine 
which Great Britain has erected for them 
remains to be seen. Theę. probability is 
that the country once more will become 
the prey of marauding Bedouins, although 
our retention of the Sudan may keep the 
worst of them at bay. It almost certainly 
will become the prey of Levantine money- 
lenders, and Messrs. Lenin and Trotsky, 
or their successors, will want to have a 
finger in the pie. An Egyptian Soviet is 
not a pleasant prospect, especially jn view 
of the fact that Great Britain proposes to 
create a British “corridor” on either side 
of the Suez Canal jn order to maintain the 
route to India. The die, however, seems 
to have been cast, and the fact that Lord 
Milner has given his imprimatur to the 
proposed solution of the Egyptian problem 
suggests that it is the best solution pos- 
sible in the circumstances. The eircum- 
stances, however, never should have been 
allowed to arise, and, unless the Govern- 
ment is careful, the same sort of “thing 
will happen ultimately in India. Egypt, 
Mesopotamia, and India are links of the 
same chain. There is no point in 
strengthening one if another is weakened 
at the same time. The chain, and not the 
link, is the important thing. Bolshevism 
is working day and night to win our 
Mahommedan Empire for the Soviets. It 
is intriguing in Afghanistan, in Kurdestan. 
and in Turkey, and its mischievous work 
is being helped by the fact that the 
Government is floundering about in a 
morass of inconsistencies, snatching at 
almost every policy, but cleaving to none. 

Road Traffic. 

Owing to, the increase in motor traffic 
the improvement of the highways in the 
United Kingdom has become a matter of 
great urgency. There can be no doubt 
that the roads in populous districts and 
near large towns are rapidly becoming 
dangerous ‘to all their users. Accidents 
of every kind, from the trivial to the 
tragic, are of daily occurrrence, and the 
number tends to increase. We cannot 
hope to make all the main roads suitable 
for motor traffic in a few months. That 
will be the work of years. In the mean- 
while, however, much could be done, at 
comparatively small cost, to make 
travelling-safer than it is to-day. The 
traffic regulations, for instance, are hope- 
lessly out cf date. They were devised to 
deal with a gentle stream of traffic, and 
are quite incapable of coping With the 
torrent into +luch it has grown. Various 
vrgarisauons of motorists have had the 
question under consideration for some 
‘time, and proposals which would :neet the 
situation have been submitted to the 
Ministry of Transport. If chey are ap 
proved they will be embrdied in a, bill 
which will be introduces in Parliament 

It is to be hoped that 
members of Parliamet will scrutinise 
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from Mosul to the Mediterranean, save the } 
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of the civilised world, and, while their 
own semi-anthropoid civilisation is still 
largely unexplored, their physiological 
characteristics at least have lost he charm 
of novelty. We have, indeed, reached a 
point where it no longer intrigues us to 
know what the scientists think of the 
pygmies, but where speculation as to what 
the pygmies think of us intrudes. One 
distinguished authority assures us that 
these quasi-arboreal beings neither lie, 
nor steal, and are strictly monogamous.”’ 
If this be true, we are driven inexorably 
to the conclusion that, if the matter could 
be probed satisfactorily, their opinion of 
us would be found to be extremely poor: 
Even if t were moved to admit, as 
probably they would not be, that the ad- 
vantages of personal pulchritude are all 
ion our side, they would, doubtless, insist 
that beauty is but skin deep, and hat, 
underneath their slightly Simian exteriors, 
beat bosoms in-which the simple Arcadian 
virtues persist untarnished and unbon- 
taminated by what they would refer to 
somewhat slightingly as civilisation. If 
Dr. Vandenbergh had brought one away 
with him, we can imagine that much 
travelled negrillo writing home that he 
had arrived im a certain place called 
Europe, inhabited, so far as could be 
observed, by a race physically well de- 
veloped, indeed, but morally a pygmy 
race, in that they both lie and steal. It 
would require a Samuel Butler, to do 
justice to á development of this theme. 
Meanwhile it is highly probable that the 
unremitting use of poisoned arrows, in 
which it is said to excel, will enable 
this new Pygmydom to hold at bay the 
civilisation to which it is morally, at least, 
so manifestly superior. 


.MERDER OF THE RUSSIAN 
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DISPOSING OF THE BODIES. 


The Press Association is indebted to the 
courtesy of The Times for the following ex- 
tracts from the tenth instalment of the au- 
thorative a t. appearing to-day of the 
captivity and murder of the Tsar and the 
Imperia! Russian Family: To-day’s instalment 
deals with the removal of traces of the mur- 
ders, efforts of the guilty to escape detection 
by the r “tugs of falsehoods, and. 
the Soviet’s precautions to hide complicity in 
the crimes. After the méif@ers all ihe bodies 
were carried into the courtyard and placed on 
the waiting lorry. Relled up in old coats and 
covered with mats to conceal them from prying 
eyes they were conveyed to an appointed place 
in the woods, 4 remote corner of some disused 
inom mine about eleven miles from the city. A 
cordon of Red Guards was placed round the 
woods, and all 2 through them were 
stopped. Yorovsky and Goloshcheekin travelled 
by motor car to the woods on the 17th, remain- 
ing there the whole time at the iron pits. 
But all this time the sentries were on duty 
outside the deathitouse as i? nothing had 
happened, eo that the people should sus 
nothing. Large quantities of petrol 
sulphuric acid 8 taken from the city to the 
iron pits, a t 156 gallons of the former and

Theré is not a shadow of a doubt as to what 
happened around the iron pit. Yurovsky’s 
acolytes cut up the bodies, steeped them in 
petrol and burned them. e sulphuric acid was 
used to dissolve the larger bones: It was only 
on the 20th July that an official account was 
first made, that “ Nicholas the Sanguinary ” 
had been executed. The news was transmitted 
to the wireless stations of the Bolshevist Go- 
verument that the execution of the Tsar had 
been carried out by order of the Presidium of 
the Ural Regional Council, subsequently con- 
firmed by the Central Executive Committee. It 
was further announced that the wife and son 
of the late Tsar had been sent to a place of 
security, alt h at that time the bodies of 
the w family and their suites had been 
hacked to pieces and cremated in the woods.

Owing to 
their membership of the Alliance the rail- 
Waymen and transport workers are in a 
position to bring direct and immediate 
pressure to bear, upon the miners, and 
thete is every reason why they should 
exercise that pressure to its fullest extent. 

Another avenue to a possible peace will 
be opened with the meeting of the Parlia- 
mentary Committee of t rades Union 
Congress within the next few days. In 
this connection it may be recalled that at 
a special session of the Congress in March 
last a motion in favour of direct action 
was lost by 3,870,000 votes to 1,050,000. 
The resolution called for a general strike 
to force nationalisation, and its defeat 
was a heavy blow to the miners. It is 
impossible to believe that the opinion of 
the Congress has undergone such a change 
during a few months as to lead them to 
support in practice the policy put forward 
in March by the miners. The views which 
have become known during the week-end 
all tend to show that there is little sup- 
port for the miners in other industries. 

There is authority for denying that the 
Goverment are prepared to submit their 
case for refusing the miners’ demands to 
any tribunal. ‘They do not propose to go, 
to arbitration with the miners, nor to set 
up an inquiry on the lines of either the 
Sankey claims or the dockers case. Mean- 
while preparations are being completed for 
protecting the country. The local coal 
rationing organisations ceased to operate 
all over the country in May, and all its 
officials were disbanded by the end of 
June. But it is said that the machinery 
could easily be reinstated in the event of 
a coal strike, and co for industries of 
first-class importance could readily be 
diverted from those of second and lower- 
class. importance. The first category 
would include the railways and gas and 
electricity undertakings.

WRECKED.

DEPLORABLE OUTBREAK, 


An official message received at the Castle 
on Saturday states that six shops were. wrecked 
and 64 partially wrecked at Queenstown on 
Friday night. ree shops were looted. Sal 

Our Queenstown Correspondent states :—It is 
much to be retted that, as the result of 
an attack by soldiers on the principal business 
establishments of this town on Friday night 
and for some hours early on Saturday morn- 
ing, Property. estimated to be worth not less 
than £12,000, was destroyed. Unfortunately,, 
too, some civilians were attacked while the 
destruction of property was i ó effected, and 
in two cases the men receiv very serious 
injuries. i 

‘The first part of the town to be attacked was 
Harbour row, about 10.40 p.m., and one of the 
earliest of the houses to have its windows 
smashed was the Royal Sailors Home. -In this 
street not less than 21 business premises had 
their plate glass windows broken. While this 
work of destruction was being éarried out the 
shouts and screams of women and children were 
horrible. 

In East Beach the plate glass windows of ten 
business establishments were smashed. The 
rioters then turned into West: Beach, the prin- 
cipal business thoroughfare of the town. Many 
of the elegantly equipped establishments in 
thia street have extensive shop windows, and 
few of the total number escaped the wreckers. 

EXTENSIVE DAMAGE. ; 

The appearance of this handsome business 
street as the result of the work of destruction 
was appalling, broken plate glass being littered 
along the pavement from end to end. Messrs. 
Tyler and Son’s boot establishment had both 
shop windows demolished, and the manager 
states that many pairs of boots were carried 
away. Messrs, Hilser and Sons, jewellers, also 
suffered in like marner, and the manager 
states that the property carried off by those 
who broke into the premises will run into 
several hundred pounds. Quite a number of 
the shops which had their windows smashed 
helon to Protestants, and of the Roman 
Catholic premises arr aged and looted many of 
the owners are knowr not i» have Sinn Fein 
sympathies. 

After further damage had been done to 
houses and shops in King’s Square, Scott's 
Square, and Westbourne place, attention was 
divected to shops on the tcp of the hill”; and 
then, to the terror of the inhabitants of almost 
every house in Queénstown, firing began and 
was contimned in various parts of the town.

CALL FOR HELP OF NAVAL FORCES. 

On Saturday afternoon at 3 o'clock a special 
meeting of the Urban Council was held in 
connection with the outbreak, and with a view - 
to devise measures for the protection of life 
and property. Tne Vice-Chairman of the Council 
presided, and the attendance included many of 
the merchants and shopkecpers whose property 
was destroyed, and also delegates from the local 
branch of the Comrades of the Great War 
Club. 

A. resolution was passed strongly condemning 
the conduct of the military and requesting 
Vice-Admiral Sir Reginald Tupper, B., 
Commander-in-Chief of the Naval Forces in Ire- 
land, to be pleased to land naval forces to pro- 
tect the people of the town from further at- 
tacks. 

At the request of the delegates from the 
Comrades of the Great War Club, a deputation 
of nine gentlemen was appointed to wait on the 
Admirel for the purpose inflicated in the 
resolution. The Bishop of Cloyne (Dr. Browne) 
promised to head the deputation. 

On Saturday evening officers of the Cameron 
Highlanders were visiting the damaged shops 
and houses, measuring up the extent of the 
plate glass destroyed.

A Unionist gathering quickly 
assembled, and stones were thrown back at the 
opposition Nationalist crowd. Fighting also 
took place in side streets off Grosvenor road, 
and the windows of two licensed premises at 
the corner of Distillery street were shattered. 
Police and military arrived, in charge of Dis- 
trict Inspector Atteridge and an offeer, and 
passed down Grosvenor road. The Nationalist 
section of the crowd became very threatening, 
and the military were compelled to fire 
several volleys. Two bovs were admitted to the 
Royal Victoria Hospital suffering from bullet 
wounds to the hands. Their names are Ernest 
Allen, Clementine street, and Hugh Gillespie, 
Sturgeon street. Heed Constable Donoghue re- 
ceived a scalp wound from a stone. Several 
other people were treated at the hospital for 
bullet wounds in the legs.

ATHLONE CLERGYMAN'S 
‘STRIKING SERMON, 


The preservation of the peace was referred 
to at some length in the Roman Catholic 
Churches in Athlone yesterday. In the Fran- 
eiscan Church Rev. Father Columba, O. F. M., 
speaking with considerable emotion, said: You 
cannot inflict an injury on your enemy or de- 
prive him of his life. If you do it is wilful 
murder. The man who kills even an enemy I 
cail him a murderer. Even in the battlefield it 
is not recognised as warfare to kill a wounded 
enemy. If we drive an enemy into the other 
world without a moment's notice we destroy 
the blood which Christ has shed for him. The 
soul suddenly hurled from the body will appear 
at the judgment seat our accuser. It is an 
awful thing to threaten the existence of life, 
and they were, perhaps, unaware of the. 
anguish it imposed on those against whom it 
was directed. 

On Saturday night, continued Father 
Columba, a young man came to confession to 
me. After his confession tears fell from his 
eyes. Father, said he to me, this may be 
my last confession. Perhaps I may uot get the 
chance to make another.” I asked him why. 
Father, said he, “I may be shot to-night: 
I am a policeman, and I have never done an 
injury to anv man; yet I may be shot. I am 
a marked man with a family, but I may be 
shot to-night, and may God forgive hin who 
shoots’ me.” This man, continued Father 
Columba, expected death that night. He was 
prepared to forgive them who would shoot 
him, and hoped that God would forgive them. 
I had the deepest sympathy and sorrow for 
that man, and many men cireumstanced like 
him. Our own troubles are very great, and 
almost unendurable, but we must bear them 
with patience and fortitude. I may tell you of 
my own personal experience; that a lighted 
match is now almost sufficient to cause the 
destruction of this town. For God's sake, you, 
young men, keep igdoors. Parents, do not 
allow your children about the streets. I know 
well how extreme is the provocation given by 
the British, but still, no matter; let us, any- 
way, not take the life of any man We can- 
not under God's laws shed blood, even for the 
freedom of Ireland. A spark, as I say, may 
light the town to destruction. Keep indoors 
and trust in God.
